Wood is a diminishing resource 
in the Lake Erie District. Recently 
released figures show the number of 
woodworking industries and the 
number of people employed to be 
steadily decreasing. The simple 
facts are that a lack of high quality 
timber has forced manufacturers 
to go out of business or to re-locate. 
Our present plight has been induced 
by a century of high-grading, burn- 
ing and pasturing. 

Some 10 years ago 3,000 people 
were employed locally in wood- us- 
ing industries; the number is now

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Shock Is Mysterious 
Killer 


Shock is nature’s mysterious kil- 
ier. ‘tne Ontario Safety League re- 
ports medical opinion that many 
‘\ives are lost unnecessarily after 
‘traffic accidents, because first-aid 
for shock is not given. 

Shock is an insiduous, widespread 
and grossly underestimated cause of 
| death. It often lies undetected be- 
|hind a mask of more spectacular 
injuries, such as bleeding or se- 
vere burns. The power is relatively 
unknown to the average man. Even 
doctors still can’t fully explain or 
“cure” shock. Shock is rarely men- 
tioned on death certiicates, yet it 
kills outright more persons than do 


ty”. 

Shock, in essence, is the body’s 
reaction to a major physical or e- 
motional insult. Shock cannot de- 
velop by itself like a disease, but 
must be triggered by a sudden hap- 
pening. 

Death from shock can occur se- 
Veral minutes, several hours, or se- 
veral days after an injury. Once 
shock reaches advanced stages it is 
difficult,, often impossible to com- 
bat. But immediate first aid can 
halt its progress or prevent its on-- 
set. 


While treating any injury, a per- 
son should first restore bbreathing 
and 


if necessary, stop bleeding, 
bird, 

DO 

“Every fired person should be 
immediately treated for shock, al- 
though he shows none of the symp? 
toms of pallor, rapid heart beat, 
shallow breathing and a dazed con- 
fused attitude. 

“Combating shock is really very 
simple, for you reverse what you see ~ 
in the victim. He seems cold, so 
you cover him enough to keep him — 
comfortably warm, but not sweating. 
His face is pale, so you lift him 
comfortably warm, but not sweat- 
ing, His acevis pale, so you lift his 
feet (if this does not interfere with 
an injury) to send blood flowing to 
his head. He is faint and dizzy, so 
you give him a whiff of ammonia 
or a drink, ot a stimulant, such as - 


a detest 
fluids so you give him crude ‘tra’ 
fusions” by letting him sip water 
or other liquids. 


“Unless an injured person is in 
jmminent danger, from a burning 
building or such, you should not 
move him. A firm hand grip or 
comforting words are also excellent 
therapy for shock.”

lem. Ontario is in a relatively 
fortunate position compared to a 
few years ago, but tuberculosis 
is still far from conquered. Dur- 
ing 1961 there were 137 deaths 
and 1703 active cases of tuber- 
culosis. Such figures, though con- 
siderably less than in past years, 
certainly show that tuberculosis 
constitutes a public health prob- 
lem of major importance. 

Tuberculosis may be called the 
silent enemy because of its in- 
sidious onset. It gives little, if 
any warning of its presence in 
the early stages. Consequently 
«reat emphasis must be placed on 
detection and diagnosis through 
to prevent 
development in the patient him- 
self and its spread to other mem- 
bers of his family and com- 
munity. 

There are 273 clinics located 
in 247 different centres in On- 
lario operated by various agencies 
including the Department of 
Health. County and district tuber- 
culosis associations contribute to- 
wards the cost of over 200 of 
these clinics through funds raised 
from the sale of Christmas scaly.

The Tuberculosis Prevention 
Branch of your Ontario Depart- 
ment of Health also provides a 
provincial mass tuberculin test- 
ing and chest X-ray service. Near- 
ly 375,000 pec ple attended these 
surveys last year. 

Once a person has been found 
to have the disease there is no 
quick cure. The chronic nature 
of the disease means a lengthy 
period of treatment. A period 
of 18 to 24 months is required 
to ensure a satisfactory result. 
Patients are able to lezve sana- 
torium sooner than in earlier 
years, but they must continue 
their treatment as prescribed to 
prevent the discase from becom- 
ing active again. 
| Tuberculosis can be prevented 
and cease to be a public health 
; problem. In order to accomplish 
this goal public awareness of the 
problem is a necessity. Your On- 
tario Department of Health and 
local tuberculosis associations do 
all they can to detect and con- 
trol this disease, and by regular 
X-rays and participation in mass 
survey programmes, you ean help 
do your part.
